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HOW THIS BOOK MAY BE USED. 

All arrangement of words, in a spelling-book, with reference 
k> their meaning, seems to have nature, analogy, and common 
sense on its side. It presumes that the scholar is a thinking 
being, and not a mere pidce of mechanism. 

In whatever way this book may be used, it is believed that 
no child, having gone through *^My LdttU Primer'* ahd ^^My 
First School Book^*' could possibly go through this without 
bringing his faculty of thought into a jgood degree of exercise; 
by which the acquirement of pronunciation and spelling — the 
main object of every spelling-book — would necessarily be fa- 
cilitatea to a great extent 

An occasional change in the mode of instruction is doubt> 
less preferable to an unvaried uniformity. This has suggested 
tlie idea of bringing together some or the various ways in 
which a book of this kind may be used. 

PRONUNCIATION. 

Pronunciation, /rom the 6ooft, is an excellent preparative for 
spelling, inasmucn as it tends to impress the form of the word 
upon the n^d, and thus enables the scholar, in tlie absence 
or the book, to ses the word, as it were, before him — a very 
important acquirement. Regarding tftis as the primary exer- 
cise, let the words of a given page or division be distinctly 
and accurately pronounced. 

1. The teacher pronounces, while the scholars are looking 
It the lesson and pointing to the words. 

2. The teacher pronounces the first word, which is repeated 
jy the first scholar ; the teacher pronounces the next word, 
nrhich is repeated by the next scholar; and so on. 

3. The scholars, with the teacher, pronounce the words to- 
gether, as with one voice. 

4. The scholars, without the teacher, pronounce the words 
together, as with one voice. 

5. The scholars singly pronounce the words. 

6. The first scholar pronounces a word, which is repeated bv 
the whole class. The next scholar pronounces the next word, 
which is repeated by the whole class. Thus there is an alter- 
nation of the single and collective exercise through the lesson. 

7. The scholars, collectively, alternate with the teacher, he 
pronouncing one word, and they the next. 

8. Keeping words of the same stock together. Thus, on page 
9, the teacher pronounces ey«, eyes; the scholars, collective^, 
pronounce «ee, seeing, seen, saw; the teacher, sight, sights; 
the scholars, look, looker, looks, looking, looked ; and so on. 

9. Letting each scholar take all the words of the same 
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stock. Thus, on page 9, iirst scholar, sing^ singer^ sing», 
Bingingy Mung^ sang ; second, A«m, humming , hummed} third, 
chanty chanter, chants, chanting, chanted ; and so on. 

10. The scholars are separated into three divisions. Tlie 
first dirision pronounces all the words of one syllable ; the 
second, all of two syllables ; the third, all the rest 

SENTENCE-MAKING J OR, THE CULTURE OF 
THOUGHT. 

Maldng a practical use of words, or imbodying them in 
sentences, b a valuable exercise. Children like to fit tangi- 
ble things one to another; and it pleases them to fiind that 
they fit well. So in regard to words ; with a little skill on 
the part of the teacher, this will be found easy and pleasant, 
even to very yonn^ scholars. In this way, words become lu- 
minous witn thought.

1. Taking the 9th pafe, the teacher says, ** Let ub see what 
word on this oa^e will do to have The put hefore it.** It may 
not be difficult tor the scholars to judge and see where they 
can do it, and to read thus : The eyty Tha nghty The mouthy 
The tongue^ &c. " What words will do to have / can put 
before them ? ** They may discover that it will fit many, thus :

3. Let the teacher exercise occasionally his own ingenuity 
and imagination, in the construction of sentences, and thus 
afford the scholars the benefit of example. By occupying 
common grround with them, there will be a strong mutual 
sympathy. The scholars will be encouraged to utter freely, 
m their own simple languajge, the pictures which they may 
conceive ; and thus the spelling-book will become eminently 
Pictorial — an interesting and unlimited Book of Pictures. 

4. Let the teacher be prepared with distinct pieces of in- 
formation connected with each division of the columns, and 
once a day occupy a minute in communicating one of them : 
for instance, with No. 1, something about the eye; or about 
the school for the blind; or about politeness, as connected 
with the eye ; or about Him whose eve is never shut. 

5. It is obvious that the slate and the black-board may be 
used to great advantage in these exercises. 

SPELLING. 

1. Let the first exercise be that of naming the word, its let. 
ten and syllables, from the book. 

2. When a word is given out to be spelled orally, invariably 
require the scholar to pronounce it before he begins to spell. 

3. The common mode of oral spelling is, to put out words 
to a class, and when one scholar misspells, to let the next 
trv, and the next^ and so on, until some one does it correctly. 
The successful scholar '^goes up,'' as it is called, that is, 
takes the place of the one who commenced it. 

4. Or, when a word is misspelled, all the members of the 
class who noticed the error, and can correct it, hold up hands. 
Of those who are thus prepared, or seem to be so, tlie teacher 
then directs the one nearest to the speller to state what the 
error was, and spell the word ; on doing which, he " goes up." 
Some teachers require all who failed, or perhaps the whole 
class, to repeat together the correct spelling of the word. 

5 Caution. Do not practise any mode which must produce 
ill feeling. The going-up plan may or may not — depending 
on the spirit infused into it oy the teacher. 

t> Another mode is, for the first scholar to pronounce the 
word; thus, education: the second pronounces and spells ed; 
the third, edu, the fourth, edaca; the fiflh, education. 

7. A little different way is, for the whole class to pro- 
nounce the word, education; the first scholar says e, the sec 
end, (2; the third pronounces ed; the fourth says u; the fifth 
pronounces edu; the sixth says c; seventh, a; eighth pro- 
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nonnces ea; ninth prononnceB tduca; tenth says t; eleventh, 
i;'twelflh) o; thirteenth^ n; fourteenth pronounces tion ; then 
the whole, as at first, pronounce education. 

8. Going straight tlirough the word, omitting the names of 
the syllables, each scholar giving only a single letter; thus: 

9. Mentally and silently. The teacher puts out a word, 
and waits just long enough for the scholars to pronounce and 

' 1^11 it mentally ; then a particular scholar is named to spell it 
oraUy. All must be prepared, as no one knows but he shall 
be called upon. 

10. Simultaneous spelling, or having the whole class spell 
as witii one voice. 

11. The circulating plan. The scholars. A, B, C, D, E, 
stand in order, in the usual way. If A misspells, B takes 
the word, and, spelling it correctly, exchanges place with A, 
as in the common moSe. So with the others, until you get 
to E. If £ misspells, the word is given to B, at the other end 
of the class. B, spelling it correctly, passes in front of the 
class to the place of £, while E, a( the same time, passes in 
the rear of the class to the place of B. The movement of B 
is considered creditable, and that of E discreditable. The 
froTtt movements of a scholar are his merits^ the rear move> 
ments his demerits. This plan is calculated to encourage the 
least successful speller, by bringing him, at times, into a very 
favorable situation in the class. 

12. One of the scholars of a class may be appointed toord' 
giver^ to whom the other scholars shall go, one by one. He 
takes the book of the scholar who comes to him, and gives out 
words until he misspells ; then the book is returned, and the 
next scholar comes. Having gone through the class in this 
way, the scholar who first misspelled, returns, and commences 
where he lefl off; and so on. 

13. Spellin? with the hand and eye is the kind of spellin|r 
which ranks nighest in point of utility. A class witn their 
slates may have words dictated to them. Several classes, or 
all the classes of a school, ma^ be thus engaged at the same 
time, and each class receiye a different wora. Afler this, the 
classes may be called upon severally to read what they have 
written. 

14. One of the scholars, being appointed word-gioer^ takes 
his seat before the others, with his book and slate in hand. 
The others have only their slates. The former pronounces a 
word, and all write it. Afler a certain number, the word- 
giver spells aloud from his slate, while the others look over 
Sieir own, and mark words which are incorrect. 

15. A class, after a pronouncing and thinking exercise con- 
nected with a given lesson, will m able to write fWxn meMory 
many of Itp words.

16. The teacher giyts out, or writes on the black-board, * 
primitive word ; for instance, fiu»e«, on paoe 12. The scholars 
are required to write it on their slates, wiUi as many of its de- 
rivatives as they can recollect. 

17. A class may be seated before a black-board, to wliich 
the scholars may go, one at a time, and each write a single 
letter of a word. If any errors occur, the number of the let- 
ters being compared with the scholars, will show who made 
the error. • « 

18. It is thought by some to be a good rule never to allow 
a scholar to try more than once at a time upon a word ; for, 
failing the first time, it may be only guessing it out, the 
second. 

19. A highly useful mode of spelling, especially as con- 
nected with pronunciation, is that of giving the powers of the 
letters, instead of the names. See the chapter on English 
Utterance. 

GENERAL REMARKS. 

1. It has doubtless been noticed that in many of the fore 
going school operations, the constant attention of the teacher 
IS not needed ; but that a class may be profitably employed by 
themselves, quietly attending to their own business, while the 
teacher is giving his principal attention to another class. 

2. Every teacher, on introducing any thing novel, ought to 
expect that its singularity will excite attention, and produce 
some derangement ; and that what is done, will be done very 
awkwardly. It is not reasonable to expect that a new modfe 
will work easily and smoothly on the first trial. Objection, 
too, may be maae to some thingg, on the ground of their taking 
up too much tiifte, forgetting now much a very little practice 
may contribute toward their being done with much dexterity 
and rapidity. 

3. Miscdhneous. The star (*), annexed to a word, reminds 
the teacher and scholar that there is another word of the same 
sound, but of different spelling and meaning. An abbrevia- 
tion, wherever it occurs, should be called for immediately after 
the spelling of the full word. An ability to read the exercise 
on page 114, and the letter superscriptions on page 116, &c., 
is, perhaps, all that should he required. The words repre- 
sented by the numerals that mark the divisions of the columns, 
may be spelled ; also, the words of the sentence at the top 
of the page.

The teacher will, of course, regard many of the above as being 
only general rules. In the stops, for instance, frequent variations are 
necessary. It is well for the scholars to know that, in reading, they 
must oAen make a slight pause, and breathe, at places where there is 
no mark in the book. They ought to understand, too, that a dot after 
an abbreviation, is simply a dot^ and not a period.

Elements of English [/iterance. 

1. A simultaneous exercise by a whole school in the elemonlary 
coi.nds of ilie language, will be found iuteresUng as well as highly 
d»efal. Should some teachers interpose the objection that they are 
mable to introduce such an exercise, our answer is/FKY, and do what 
you can. Every one can make a beginning. For instance, Utt tho 
achtilars pionounce the word AprU ; liien ask theni, What is the 
sannd of the Jirst letter in that word? Their answer will be, A, 
giving, of course, the alphabetical name of the letter. This is one 
of the elementary sounds. It is one step in this useful exercise. 

2. Next, give the word Arm. They all pronounce it. As before, 
Wliat is the sound of tlie Jirst letter ? If they reply by giving the 

name of the letter, they must be convinced that their answer is incor- 
rect. They must see that a in AprU and a in Ann are not the sanio 
sound. The teacher can now pronounce Arm with tlie a as in April, 
calling it Aynn, which will show tiial there is a difference. 
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S. How is the a sound in Arm to be obtained ? First, pronounce 
the whole word — Arm ; next, leave off the m, and proiioiiuce ar , 
trom this leaving off the r, the second sound of a remains. Or, a 
more direct way is this : open the mouth as with the intention of utter- 
ing the word Amij and begin, but mind you retain your moutji . 

AND TONGUE IN THE SAME POSITION PRECISELY ; thlS will arrest 

your progress in uttering the word, and enable you to confine it to 
the first element. In one or botn of these ways, all tlie elementary 
sounds can be obtained. 

4. The scholars may now be exercised in pronouncing the two 
words, givuig immediatelv after each its a sound, thus :

The teacher can utter one of the sounds, and ask which word con- 
tains it ; or, the word may be given, and the sound of its first lettei 
required. 

5. Next, take the word All, which differs in its a sound from the 
two previous.

Try to speak the word H-ad m 
a forcible manner, but witiioul opeuiiig the li|)s, and a murmuring, 
muffled souMd from the tliroat will be heard, which constitutes this 
element. 

IG. C as in C-«i/, C-Uy, C-ivil. This element is obtained. by 
placing^ the tip of the tongue near the roof c»f the mnuth, forinin^ a 
slight aperture, ihrougii which the breath being forced, the hissiuK 
sound is prcKluced. It is the same as s in s-istetf «-««, &*.c. 

17. C as in C-tip, C-ake, C-ut. Press the middle of the tongiie 
to the roof of the mouth near the throat, which will confine the breath} 
then remove the ton«^ue witli a degree of smartness, and this el»*« 
meut will be produced. It is the same as k. It is not vocal. 

18. i? as in D'OnCf D-i-D, D-ay, Press the tip of the tongue to the 
roof of the mouth, and, without removing it, try to si»eak the word in 
a forcible manner, and a murmuring, muffled sound will be heard, 
which constituies tnis element. D at the end of many words has tlte 
sound of / ; as in askeiif passed. 

19. Fas in F-eed, F-at, F-rank. Press the upper teeth upon the 
lower lip ; and, the breath being forced between the teeth, this element 
is produced. It is not vocal. 

20. G as in 0-em,f G-eneral, G-enesis. The tongue is drawn in 
a little, and thrown up to the roof of the mouth \ and tlience being 
projected toward the teeth, tlie breath escapes, producing a rustling 
sound. This is the same as j. 

21. 6r as in G-o, e-GG, G-one. The voice is pent up by pressing 
the root of the tongue against the hack part of Uie mouth, with a de- 
pression of the lower jaw. Then, by trying to speak tlie word go in 
a forcible manner, without removing the tongfue, tlie murmuring, 
muflled sound is heard, which constitutes this element. 

22. //, as in ff-atf H-ead^ H-orstf is simply a hard breathing — a 
whispering utterance. Let it come from as far down the tliroat as

24. K is the same sound as c in c-c^e. 

25. L as in L-n;«, L-ooe, Li-L-y. Apply tiie tip of the tongue to 
the roof of the mouth, sound the voice, and let it escape from the

M as in M-an, M-oon, M-ust, As with by close the month 
and lips. In trying to utter the word with force, while keeping: the 
mouth and lips closed, the vocal tone will escape through tne nose, 
and give tliis element. 

27. Was in N-o, N-ote, ca-N. The same position of the mouth 
and tongue as in d. The only difference is, that here llie vocal tone 
escapes through the nose. ^ 

28. NG as in si-NG, tha-N-k, i-N-k. The same as g in go^ ex- 
cepting that here the voice passes through the nose. 

2i). P as in P'or^ P-od, P-i-P ; made by closing the lips and 
forcing them open suddenly, similar to a man in smoking a pipe. 
No vocality. 
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30 Q is much the same as k. In its formation. 

31. R pj! in R'Otf It-urif fa-R, fa-R-in. The tip of the tongue 
approaches the upper gum, and betv\een the gum and tongue Uie 
breath is prnpeilecf, forming a quivering sound. 

32. iS, as in S-amej S-oon, is the same sound as c in c-ent, 

33. Sf in a-S, t'-iS, wa-S^ is the same sound as z. Tlie position of 
the organs is precisely as it is in giving c in c-ent or s in s-oon. It is 
the acidition of vocal lone from the throat which gives the z sound. 
Try Seal and Zeal. 

34. T'as hi T'Op, T-eeth, T-u-T. Press the tip of the tongue to 
the roof of the mouth, zs m d ; then force it suddenly away, and 
this whispering element is produced. 

35. V as in V-ane, V-ine, V-el- V-et. The same position of the 
mouth as in /, with the addition of vocal tone from the throat. 

36. fV as in VV-armf W-cUer, no- W; like tooo before vowel^ 
and like jt0 a^er them ; formed with the lips contracted, as in the 
act of whistling. 

37. JVas in si-Xf o-X-en. It is tiie utterance of the elements 
k and s m rapid succession. 

38. Xaa in e-X-aviinef e-X-ist. It is the utterance of the ele- 
ments g and X in rapid succession. 

39. K, as in Y-outhy Y-ellow, is formed with the lips and teeth a 
little separated, and by squeezing the tongue against the roof of the 
mouth. 

40. Z is the same sound as » in >-«, i«a-«, &c. 

41. TH as in TH-in, pa-TH. Apply the tongue to the edge of 
the upper front teeth, and force the breath between the teeth, to pro* 
duce tnis lisping utterance. 

42. TH as in TH-at, TH-y. The same as the foregoing, with 
the addition of vocal tone from the throat. 

43. SHf as in SH-oe, SH-awl, is formed b^ putting the tongue up 
near the roof of the mouth, leaving a wide, thin space for the breath 
to escape, and produce this hushing sound. 

44. CHf as in CH-airy CH-in, is executed by the utterance of 
t and sh in close succession. 

45. WH, as in WH-ai, WH-en, is a whispering utterance, much 
like hf and should commence as far down the throat as possible. It 
requires more action of the lips than h. 

4C>. Exercise on the above elements will give a flexibility to the 
organs of speech, and produce a clearness, neatness, and accuracy of 
nrticulation, which are, perhaps, unattainable in any other way. It will 
also be found thnt the cfifficulties of some children m their enunciation, 
arise, not from defective organs, but from the fact that they do no 
know hoio to use them.
